NESTHICTIVE LEGISLATION 
ASKED FOR. 


At the concluding session of the Lower 
House of the Convocation of Canterbury at 
Church House, Westminstor, Prebondary F. 
Dormer-Pierces moved the following resoln- 
tion: “That this House is of opinion that 
proper discretion has not always boen ex. 
ereised in recent yeara in publishing reports 
of divorce and other cases, and that, if the 
vommon law ia not alequate to enable the 
Director: of Public Prosecutions to take 
action when need arises, further legislation 
iy required; and tat copies of this resolu- 
tion be sent ‘to the Prime Minister, Lord 
Curzon, the Lord Chancellor, the Home 
Secretary.” “ 

This wasasubject, he said, of urgent and 
paramount importance at the 
time. ‘The evil was increasing, and oughe 
to be diminished. (Hear, « hear.) It 
was not anew question, for on Deceulier 
2oth, §895, Queen Victoria wrote tw hee 
then Lont Chancellor calling bis attention 
to the scandalous character of reports in 
certain newspapers, The speaker continued: 
The instinct of Queen Vietoria was right.

‘account of the evidence and other proceed- 
jngs therein, either wx to the whole or any 
portion thereof. 


SITUATION IN ENGLAND. 


In England the caly power to hear in 
cauwra is in the.Childrens Act, 1908, aod 
the Locest Act, 1908, and the only statute 
which has to dea! with, tho publicatiun of 
evidence. is the Law-of Libel Amendment 
‘Act, the third section of which is us follows: 
‘eA’ fair and aceurate report in any news- 
paper of proceedings publicly heard before 
any court exercising judicia! authority 
shall, if published contemporsneouly with 
such proceedings, be privileged, provided 
that nothing in this section shall authorise 
the publication of uny blasphemous or in- 
decent matter.” These safeguards are ‘not 
adequate. (Hear. hear.) - : 

This resolution sceks to put forward that 
the public good ix a supreme tent Ly which 
every queation must be tried, and thatif the 
good, especially of our young people, is likely 
to be seriously. affected, every question for 
the complete liberty of the Pres, which in 
very dear to Englishmen, to publish. evi- 
dence in detail most be considere!'subordin- 
at: to this supreme test. (Hear, bear) 

There is{little doubt that further legisia- 
tion is urgently needed. It has beon found 
impossible to ‘remedy thia evil by- agroe- 
nent with the Press. .One newspaper stand- 
ing out makes it impousible for the others 
not te repott-a case, oven though the great 
majority. of papers, as is shown in their 
evidence given Lefore the Divorce Commis- 
sion, agree in this matter,
